[AFFAIRS IN GEORGETOWN

Fire Destroys the Boiler Poom of the In-
dustrial Home Echool.

Heating Apparatus Completely Wiped
Out and Damage Placed at

$3.O0O-General News.

A fire was discovered Saturday evening. a

few minutes after 7::*0 o'clock, in the boiler
room of the Industrial Home School. on 32d
street extended, just south of the car sheds
of the Georgetown and Tenleytown electric
railroad. An alarm was turned in from
box 721. t,) which the engines responded.
the scene of the .fire -being fully a mile
from the engine house and all the way a

steep up grade, making the run exceeding-
ly hard on the horses.
Before the arrival of the engines the old-

er children of the school formed a bucket
brigade and did what they could to extin-
guish the flames, while the younger ones

were removed to a place of safety. The
boiler room adjoins the main building on

the east. being a one-story structure. For
a time the fRames threatened to communi-
cate to the main building, but the fire was
extinguished without any material damage
to any other portion of the home than the
boiler house. The damage is placed at
33.641o. not covered by insurance, so it is re-
ported by the police. The origin of the fire
is unknown.

Stovall, Tennessee, and Mr. JohnPinkham Gray of Idaho, affirmative, andMr. John W. Langley, Kentucky; Mr. W.W. J. Howard, Colorado. and Mr. WarrenEarl Greene, Rhode Island, for the nega-tive.
The address of Mr. Greene was muchapplauded, while the clear and able pre-sentation of the subject by Mr. Langleywas a notable feature of the debate.
